HOW  MOOSEHEART  MAKES  TREES  AND  SHRUBS 

Mooseheart  is  a vocational  school.  By  vocational  we  mean  a trade  school.  The 
Board  of  Governors  decided  that  one  of  the  schools  to  be  established  here  was  that 
of  teaching  boys  how  to  grow  trees  and  shrubs  in  the  correct  way.  The  school  was 
opened  on  December  19th  with  eight  boys  in  attendance.  This  was  soon  increased  to 
fourteen  and  now  the  school  is  in  full  operation.  It  may  be  interesting  to  note  that 
many  others  of  our  boys  are  waiting  to  get  an  opportunity  to  come  into  the  Nursery 
school.  The  boy  is  taught  in  the  Mooseheart  Nursery  School  how  to  make  the 
cuttings,  how  to  take  care  of  them,  to  plant  them  into  the  cutting  beds,  care  for  them 
during  the  growing  season  and  again  transplant  them  into  the  nursery  where  they 
remain  until  sold.  The  Mooseheart  Nursery  School  will  also  teach  the  boys  to  bud 
and  graft  fruit  trees  and  fine  ornamental  trees  as  well  as  all  other  proper  methods 
of  propagating  trees,  shrubs,  berry  bushes,  etc. 

In  our  Greenhouse  department  we  are  teaching  the  boys  not  only  knowledge  of 
the  growth  of  plants  under  glass  but  also  to  plant  them  out  on  lawns.  You  will 
realize  that  this  work  is  now  in  its  infancy  but  that,  as  time  goes  on,  the  school  will 
develop  until  we  will  have  very  large  classes  in  this  department  and  that  in  both 
the  Nursery  and  Greenhouses  we  are  producing  immense  quantities  of  plants  to  be 
put  on  the  market.  It  is  our  aim  that  in  both  these  departments  the  work  shall 
be  largely  conducted  by  the  boys,  so  that  the  sale  of  Mooseheart  products  will  mean 
added  finances  to  take  care  of  the  support  of  the  institution.

The  word  Conifer  means  a tree  that  bears  cones.  Many  people  suppose  that  the 
word  Evergreen  simply  represents  the  Pines  and  tall  growing  Spruces  which  are 
so  common;  this  is  not  true  as  there  are  very  many  beautiful  specimen  plants  of 
Evergreens  that  are  worthy  of  a place  on  your  grounds  on  account  of  their  most 
beautiful  color,  shape  and  form.  The  Evergreen  may  be  used  for  hedges,  windbreaks, 
etc.  (See  under  Hedges.)  They  may  also  he  used  for  planting  as  specimens  either 
on  the  lawn  or  against  the  house  and  a little  study  as  to  their  heights  and  manner 
of  growth  will  quickly  teach  where  they  are  best  to  be  planted.  If  for  any  reason 
you  do  not  understand  where  you  should  plant,  write  us  a letter  describing  the 
conditions  of  your  lawn  and  we  will  endeavor  to  aid  you.  The  varieties  listed  below 
a»’e  not  all  the  choicest,  as  there  are  at  least  one  hundred  other  varieties  of  Conifers 
which  are  very  valuable.
